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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -4 and 6- 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach a feedback control I/O buffer driven by a system voltage 
comprising: an N-well control circuit includes a sixth PMOS transistor having a gate coupled to 
the drain of the fifth PMOS transistor, a drain coupled to the system voltage, and a source 
coupled to the N-well region of the first PMOS transistor as called for in claims 1, 6 and 7. 
Therefore, claims 1-4 and 6-10 are presently allowed.
